Tin re u there- 
fare prood reason to hope that the patient 
will gradually regain atrengtb and cheer - 
fulnrii.

We 
hat* heard of one instance in which an 
individual belonging to this class nalixed 
hut year, by the single operation of 
boiling down for tallow, a net gain 
Jiw ikoutami pounds t The receiver of 
a clear income lute this would naturally be 
esteemed a wealthy man ; but when it is 
mentioned thai the sum was on]y about 
equal to hi* annual liabilities for interest, 
bit supposed affluence vaoitlus. Though 
this it an extreme esse, both at to profits 
and liabilities, it it yet • ease in point, far 
it faithfully illustrates the position in which 
many of our respectable land nnd stock, 
holder* an placed. 

But it will be obvious to the unpre- 
judiced reader! that, at wit shown by 
Mr, Dam iltoh'* letter, the dillkulties 
with which this eUas of colonists hare to 
struggle, are unite distinct from the general 
question of colonial profit and loss. Utes'r 
losses are a tag paid fur the until mm *ful 
speculation! of by-gone years, and form no 
part of the necessary charge* opera profit. 
Wool-growing, viewed in the light of the 
debtor and creditor account properly be 
longing to it. may ace aceedingly lucrative 
taut when t id died with theae heavy ei 
inneuut imposts, it rn*y leave not a farthing 
at the grower'e disposal. He may deplore 
the unfortunate result, and merit (be 
sympathy of hit neighbours ; but if, as is 
too often the case, he appeal* to ttaia re- 
mit « a proof mf the unprofitableness ot 
pastoral pursuits, he vinlatea the truth and

Thii Jispntspmtnt of our great colonial 
investment, upon which oor very eiirtence 
depends, hat been carried to the extent 
of etterttng, that our yearly export of 
sSitOO.OOU worth of woof costs « million 
to produce it. A* Mr. Mscanthdr 
ih newdly observed, tf this be true; it will 
take craty four or fire yean to ruin us 
outrigbl! But It I* rtof trite; it it 
s monstrous nnsrtpreienlslion, nlralated, 
by disenunging the emigration of Bri- 
tish capitalists, to do the colony, a 

K' rout and irreparable injury. We all 
w that there never wu a more favour- 
able time for the arrival of such tmmi- 
grants than the present, (Joining not 
with even a small sum of money (mil 
iomieett, 6«t thrir own), they may lay 
the foundation of a solid and perma- 
nent fortune. To this act we ought all 
to give the utmost publicity, Justice to 
our couotrymenal home, who ire at a loss 
what lo do with their canital ; and justice 
to our own interests, which the infln* of 
working capitalists would essentially 
promote, alike require tbit at our htods. 

On the whole, taking a broad survey of 
the p respective ci rnimelencea of the colony , 
we perceive only one dark cloud louring 
ominously upon its horizon— the stern 
impolicy of the adminiatntion of our 
Crown Lands. Until tbit great national 
trust be lodged in the hand* which aleut 
can do justice to it, and manage it for lb* 
real advantage of the empire,— namely, 
the Colonial LtgiaLstun, subject, of course, 
like both Houses of fariiameot, to the con ■ 
ttitnliona! prerogative of the Throne, — the 
prosperity of the colony trill be seriously 
obstructed, its resource* will remain im- 
perfectly developed, and the commercial 
and manufacturing interests or Greet 
Britain, so hugely idcLtined with the suc- 
cess of her Australian dependencies, will

At that 
port Donaldson was taken front on board by 
the civil authorities of Freeman!]*, st the Lsx- 
ttaaee of rlie Captsui, and put into prison 
there, on a charge of piulinoua conduct and re- 
lating to do hi. duty, and la* alleged, without 
being duly convicfed i was kept and detained 
in prison for seven weeks, and then pul on 
board again snd brought roi Ilobart Town to 
Sydney, about the Itsth August, 3 4 1:, and then 
diachargvd, without being permitted to do any 
duty as s seaman, from the time he left Swan 
lliver until diseaargeel- Ine ^up having corned 
considerable freight, tile libel aouaht to recover 
twelve months- wage*, fro n i the Idth A uguxt, 
lS4'i, to the Loth August, ]at,1, amountina to 
£:lu, minua eaah and good, received, and boa- 
pital dues, luthc sniouut of £S Lfa., Iv4vinii a 
Ulaticcor £27 lti. 

The libel wu* met by counter allegation!, 
cuntainiuK nutneroua article*, aUcging, that the 
plaintitf had by reason of iii .obedience of 
crdi-n, brosch of duly, and insolence to the 
Captain, and mutinous conduct, tbrieiteii 
his wages. Tu these, the plsiiililf put 
ill counter pleas, traversing ihcit truth, 
for the pIsutuT, foot tnineasvs wave cxhziuuhJ, 
and but one for the oefcndsnis. Three of those 
for the plaintiff, proved tint up to the (hip's 
arrival at Hongkong, in October, IH'J. Donald- 
son had wall snd truly performed his duty a. a 
miman un board, seilhout any fault whatever 
being found with him. At Hongkong the 
Captain ahtppK! a tucond mate, naiiied Starling, 
snd from his arrival on lioonl, ha acemed to take

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in the evidence a "down" upon him ; 
niaiiif.atiiig itself by slwaji lettinB him in do 
nil the dirty jobs shout the .hip, which hod 
bean rmvioiiily divided iu turn sjnongii ths 
other staunen.
